f o r some m onths tile Delaware River Coach C o m ­ 
pany has had to combat “bootleg” competition along 
our route betw een Philadelphia City Line and Bristol. 
( ertain men disregarded the law and operated what 
are properly called “jitneys.” 


I liey took a w ay passengers that the legally estab­ 
lished buses and trolley cars are operated to serve; 
they defied the law and infringed on the established 
com panies’ rights. 


All of these m e n were w arned that they were break­ 
ing the law. 
Some of them ignored the warnings. 
Eventually the court was appealed to, and it issued 
injunctions restraining them from their illegal com ­ 
petition. 


I hose who were so rash as to defy tilt' court s o r­ 
ders have found themselves in contem pt of court, and, 
in some cases, have gone to jail as a penalty for con­ 
tempt of court. 


I he coach com pany, and the trolley com pany, have 
no wish to bring drastic action against anybody, hut 
when they find illegal competitors defying the law, il­ 
legally competing with the legal transportation serv­ 
ice, and actually contem ptuous of court orders, there 
is nothing left but to prosecute. 


I he coach com pany must protect the public it is 
enfranchised to serve; it must protect its employes, 
whose jobs were in jeopardy, and it must protect its 
rights. 


I here has been no persecution of m en trying to 
m ake an honest living. 
I here has been prosecution of 
m en defying the law.
